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Summary of reasons for decision: 

Fifty Shades Of Black is a parody of the well-known erotic thriller Fifty Shades Of Grey. In it the 
bookish college graduate Hannah Steale embarks on a relationship with wealthy businessman 
Christian Black. Their relationship is based on BDSM (bondage discipline and sadomasochism). 

The film contains a lot of sexual material including sex scenes, sexual references in the dialogue, 
and BDSM conduct. For much of this material the film’s obvious parody based humour has a 
deflating effect which reduces its impact on the viewer. However, some scenes of BDSM 
conduct have a substantially stronger impact on the viewer, and for that reason are unsuitable for 
younger viewers. This material is likely to adversely affect the development of children and 
teenagers who are still in the process of forming sexual attitudes and behaviours. Similarly this 
material is likely to greatly shock and disturb younger viewers. Adults have the necessary maturity 
to view this material in the context of a parody of a well-known erotic thriller. For this reason the 
film is restricted to adults.
